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Expensive for Workers— 
Employment in all industries 
during 1935 exceeded 1934 by an 
average of 670,000, while unem- 
ployment averaged 12,300,000. This 
increase in jobs was the worker's 
greatest gain, but even so employ- 


ment failed to keep pace with 
gains in production and business 
activity. 


Thus 1935 was a year of prog- 
ress for business at the expense of 
workers. At the end of 1935 we 
were further from reaching a bal- 
ance between production and buy- 
ing power than at the beginning. 
In this respect, 1935 is in strong 
contrast to 1934, for in 1934 the 
balance was kept between produc- 
tion and buying power. Unless the 
unbalance of this year’s progress 
can be corrected, we cannot hope 
for sustained recovery, or sustained 
employment for the millions seek- 
ing work. 

About 3,000,000 of the present 
unemployed normally find work in 
the “heavy” industries, and when 
they have jobs their buying will 
create further employment in the 
“consumer” industries. Recovery 
in heavy industry is the key to 
complete recovery in all industry. 


If Wagner Act Is Killed— 


Mayor Fiorello La Guardia of | 


New York has prepared what he 
calls a “baby Wagner bill’ to lay 
before the municipal assembly if 
the supreme court at Washington 
knocks out the national labor re- 
lations act. 


The mayor has had such local 
legislation in mind for some time. 
He hopes the Wagner act can be 
saved alive from the supreme 
court. But if that law is butch- 
ered to make a holiday for the na- 
tional association of manufactur- 
ers, La Guardia will try to save for 
his city by local law at least the 
right of collective bargaining.

Undersell Prisons— 

An unusual situation has arisen 
in New York city regarding prison 
labor products. Ordinarily the com- 
plaint against them is that they 
are used to undersell goods manu- 
factured in private industry. This 
week, however, Russell Forbes, city 
purchasing commissioner, protested 
that the jail-made goods are 
higher-priced than similar articles 
produced outside of prison walls. 


A state law requires that certain 
articles for city hospitals and other 
public institutions must be bought 
from New York’s prison indus- 
tries. Forbes announced he intends 
to disregard this law because he 
can buy the same kind of goods 
much cheaper—in some instances 
almost 50 per cent less—from pri- 
vate companies. 


88 Lives Taken 
In Labor’s Fight— 


Labor’s fight for the right to or- 
ganize and seek an American 
standard of living cost the move- 
ment. 33 lives in 1935, a tabulation 
released by the labor press service, 
based an statistics of the labor 
research association shows. 

The list of labor martyrs recalls 
the outstanding enonomic struggle 
of the year. Three were southern 
textile workers, killed by national 
guardsmen or company thugs. 
Seven were coal miners, two of 
them being victims of deputies’ 
gunfire in a company-controlled 
town of New Mexico. Three fell 
in the struggle for a unionized 
waterfront at gulf ports. Two were 
killed®by police in the Omaha 
street car strike. 

Two others were claimed by vig- 
ilante terror in California’s Im- 
perial valley. Four were found 
dead in the swamps of Alabama 
during the cotton pickers’ strike. 
Police killed two lumber strikers 
at Eureka, Calif. Various others 
fell in scattered struggles through-

LABOR LAW PROGRESS 


Finds Definite Gains in 
and State Legislation — Disap- 
pointed With Delay in Ratifying 
Child Labor Ban. 


Positive advances in federal and | 


state labor legislation were greater 
during the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1935, “than in any other period 
in our history,” Secretary of Labor 
Frances Perkins declared in her 
annual report. 
In federal 
achievements cited were the em- 


set up by the social security act, 
adjusting 
industrial disputes elaborated in 
Wagner-Connery labor’ relations 
act, the plan for adjusting wages 
and hours controversies in the bi- 
coal mining industry 
contained in the Guffey-Snyder 
coal stabilization act, and the sys- 
tem for regulating employment 
conditions of interstate buses by 
the interstate commerce commis- 
sion as set forth in the motor car- 
riers act. 
Collective Bargaining Gains 

Collective bargaining for deter- 
labor relations made im- 
portant gains during the year, the 
report said, adding: 

“The work of the national labor 
boards in marking out the rights 
and duties of the parties and thus 
developing the suitable content of 
law in the field is full of meaning 
for future administrations. 

“The enactment of the Wagner- 
Connery labor disputes act in June, 
1935, defined and strengthened the 
rights of freedom of association 
and collective bargaining. 

“Strikes and industrial disputes 
in general were numerous relative 
to the depression years immediate- 


to the natural expectation of labor 
to share in the early fruits of busi- 
ness improvement. It is the prov- 


ince of government to give eco- 
nomic reality to the nominally 
legal bargaining quality of man- 


agement and labor. 

“In the long run a more even 
position of industry and labor and 
collective bargaining may be ex- 
pected to promote industrial peace 
and good-will.” 

Praises U. S. Employment Service 

The United States employment 
service, Miss Perkins said, “has 
been built into a successful pro- 


|} gram of operation both from the 


point of view of being an effective 
agency for the placement of un- 
employed workers in government 
employment, such as the civilian 
conservation corps and the PWA.”

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WHY PAY DOUBLE NEEDLESSLY ? 


Government should exist primarily for the purpose 
of promoting the general welfare of the greatest number 
of people possible. 

Too many people look upon government as an inex- 
austible source of special privilege, graft, soft snap jobs 


and personal favors, all of which is charged up to the 
general public and sooner or later must be paid by that 
public with interest. 


What never should be lost sight of is, we all are pay- 
ing dearly for every unwise expenditure of public money. 
When money is raised by bonded indebtedness we usually 
pay double and treble for what we get before the interest 
bill and original cost are paid, not to mention the needless 
and inexcusable graft which frequently creeps in. 


Since the entire burden of the public debt falls on the 
great masses of the people, either directly or indirectly, 
we all should make it our business to raise such a howl 
for wiping out the public debt that politicians would quit 
talking economy before election and instead start practic- 
ing it after they get into office, which is just what they. 
would do if it meant certain defeat or outright recall, if, 
they did not practice a policy of not only reducing, but. 
eventually eliminating entirely all public indebtedness. 


It is the height of nonsense to pay two and three) 
dollars for every dollars worth of public work, which may | 
be done. Yet that is exeactly what we are doing whenever 
we saddle an interest bearing bond issue on our shoulders. | 


What people should learn is the plain truth that when- 
ever and wherever the bonding plan is used that as soon | 
as there are some twenty odd bond issues outstanding, | 
they must then raise as much by direct tax to pay the 
interest bill as would have been required to raise enough 
tax money in the first place to have paid cash for the | 
improvement when it was done. 


This idea of pursuing a plan which inescapably leads | 
to a condition where every generation is paying more 
money each year for dead horses of previous generations | 
than the total they can raise by new bond issues for their 
own needed improvements is folly for the simple reason 
that as soon as enough bond issues are voted to make the | 
annual interest bill larger than the average cost of the 
total projects of public works carried out during each year | 
on an average, then people find themselves in the very 
uncomfortable position of being obliged to pay more each 
year by direct tax to pay installments and interest on 
debts of former years than would be required to do) 
exactly the same public work by direct taxes in the first 
place. 

It all simmers itself down to this: Are we to use the 
sensible policy of paying as we go and actually getting | 
one hundred cents worth for every dollar we raise by | 
taxes for public improvements or are we to continue the 
bond plan under which only thirty to fifty cents of every | 
dollar goes to pay for public work actually done and the | 
rest goes to pay interest and other needless and wholly | 
worthless expenses invariably attached to all public bond 
issues. 

Why should we be so foolish as to continue paying 
two and thre prices for all the public work we have done, | 

when we could by using direct tax in the first place, do | 
all our public work at less than half the cost under the | 
bond plan. Had we not better quit paying more for in- 
terest each year than the total cost of all our improve- | 
ments. 

Under the direct tax plan we would get more than 
twice as much public work done for the same amount of | 
money we are now raising by direct tax anyway to pay | 
interest and installments on previous bond issues. Not only 
would the public get more than twice as much public 
work for every dollar they now pay under the bond plan, 
but labor, material dealers and business generally would 
also get more than twice as much labor and business out | 
of all public work done. Now over half of the money | 
raised by taxes go to the bondholders. 

Is it not about time that we woke up on this point? 
Why should we continue paying double and treble for all | 
the public work we have done? There would be as much | 
sense in postponing payment of our grocery bill until we | 
finally paid double and treble for everything we ate. 

The merchant, business man, professional man or 
manufacturer, who does not know by this time that the 
amount of success possible for him is more largely de- | 
pendent upon the amount of purchasing power possessed | 
by those he gets his living from than upon any other | 


factor, or even all other factors combined is either a poor | 


mathematician or incapable of thinking logically from 
cause to effect.

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Judge Otis’ Decision 
Voiding Wagner Act 


Edict Enjoining Board and Holding 
Measure Unconstitutional Was 
Issued Before Officials Had 
Either Heard the Case or Ruled 
On It. 


The national labor relations 
board announced that it would ap- 
peal as soon as possible the de- 
cision handed down by Federal 
Judge Merrill E. Otis in Kansas 
City on December 21 holding the 
Wagner-Connery labor disputes act 
unconstitutional and enjoining the 
board proceeding with its an- 
nounced hearing in the case of 
Majestic Flour Mills of Aurora, 
which had been cited for alleged 
violation of the unfair labor prac- 
tices section of the Wagner act. 
Practices Banned by Wagner Act 

The unfair labor practices by 
employers which are banned by the 
act, include: 

1. Interfering with, restraining 
or coercing employes in the exer- 
cise of their rights of self-organiza- | 
tion. 


2. Dominating or interfering 
with the formation or administra- 
tion of any labor organization or 
contributing financial or other sup- 
port to it. 

3. Discriminating in regard to 
employment terms to discourage or 
encourage membership in any labor 
organization. 

4. Discharging or otherwise dis- 
criminating against an employe for 
filing charges or giving testimony 
under the Wagner act. 

5. Refusing to bargain collec- 
tively with representatives of em- 
ployes. 

Although the Wagner act pre- 
scribes definite procedure by the 
labor board, including a review of 
the board’s orders by the federal 


circuit courts of appeals, Judge 
Otis ignored this procedure, and 
despite the fact that the labor 


board had not even heard the case, | 
declared the entire act unconstitu-} 
tional on the ground that it exceed- 
ed the power of congress to regu- 
late commerce among the states, 
and enjoined the board from hold- 
ing a hearing on the complaint. 
In announcing that Judge Otis’ 
edict would be appealed, the labor 
board stressed the point that it 
had made no decision under the act 
in Majestic Flour Mills case. “The 
board had proceeded no further,” 
the statement said, ‘than the call- 
ing of a hearing to examine the 
facts involved, both as to whether 
the company is actually engaged in 
interstate commerce and whether 
it had committed unfair labor prac- 
tices as charged by its employes.” 
The board also said the act itself 
provides for appropriate recourse 
o the courts in regard to the 
board’s orders, all of which are 
subject to judicial review. 
Labor Board Procedure Explained 
In explaining board procedure 
under the act, it was pointed out 
that a labor organization, to which 
Majestic Flour Mills’ employes be- 
long, had filed charges alleging 
company interference with its right 
to self-organization. A preliminary 
investigation having been made, 
the board’s Kansas City office is- 
sued a complaint and set a date 
for a hearing on the facts. This 
hearing was stopped by a tempor-

Work Won By Iowa Labor 


President J. C. Lewis of the Iowa 
State Federation of Labor an- 
nounced the postponement of a 
threatening state-wide strike of 
WPA employes following an agree- 
ment on a four-point program with 
L. S. Hill, Iowa works progress ad- 
ministrator. The movement for the 
strike was precipitated by the low 
wages paid for WPA work. 

The plan agreed upon to adjust 
the controversy included increased 
allocation of federal funds for the 
state in order to provide cash for 
all eligible people; provision for 
the employment of the destitute 
not now eligible for WPA work; 
increase in WPA monthly wages, 
particularly in the lower brackets; 
payment of the prevailing wage by 
the works progress administration. 

Mr. Hill said his primary concern 
was to provide WPA work for 10,- 
000 eligible Iowa workers who are 
still unemployed because of lack 
of funds. He also emphasized his 
desire to provide for several thou- 
sand destitute persons not eligible 
for WPA work because of the rule 
that they must have been on direct 
relief from May 1 to November 1, 
1935. 

“There has been 
ination,” Mr. Lewis declared, 
“against Iowa in national allot- 
ments of WPA funds, with only 
$6,900,000 to take care of the 37,- 
000 unemployed eligible for em- 
ployment and with 10,000 of these

Prevailing Wage On WPA Claims High Mark For 


Labor Legislation 


More legislation calculated to 
benefit labor was enacted last year 
than in any other year of our his- 
tory, Secretary of Labor Frances 
Perkins claims in her annual re- 
port, released recently. 

Among the gains cited are the 
Wagner-Connery labor relations 
act and the railroad retirement act. 

The least workers have a right 
to expect in the way of legal pro- 
tection, Miss Perkins declared, are 
“short hours, adequate wages, pro- 
tection against accident and indus- 
trial diseases, prevention of child 
labor and generous workmen’s 
compensation.” 


Rail Employes Pay 
For Poor Equipment 


Failure of the railroads to keep 
equipment in order was reflected 
in the accident report of the bu- 
reau of inspection of the interstate 
commerce commission this week. 

Fatalities in locomotive failures 
last year increased 314 per cent, 
while there was a 20 per cent jump 
in injuries, the bureau revealed. 
30iler explosions caused by crown 
sheet failure were declared to be 
the most prolific cause of fatal 
accidents. 

One in every eight locomotives 
inspected—a dangerously high per- 
centage—was defective, the bureau 
says. 
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Senate Passes 24 Per Cent 
Small Loan Bill for D. C. 


The new arial touts bill for the 
District of Columbia passed by the 
senate provides a flat interest rate 
of 2 per cent per month instead of 
the present 1 per cent rate. The 
new rate includes a number of in- 
cidental charges, fees and expenses 
which under the present 1 per cent 
law frequently raise the borrower’s 
costs as high as 30 per cent. 

On character loans a fee run- 
ning from $1 to $3, depending on 
the size of the loan, in addition to 
the interest, may be charged for a 
credit investigation and report. On 
collateral loans, a title examination 
fee not to exceed $3, a mortgage 
recording fee not to exceed $1, 
and actual insurance premiums 
paid on collateral security be 


| charged in addition to the inter- 


est.

tion, met on January 6 under the 


| chairmanship of Major Berry to 


organize its work for the consider- 
ation of recovery and prosperity 
questions. 

Thirty representatives of labor 
and ninety representatives of the 
management and ownership side of 
industry attended the opening ses- 
sion. 

Major Berry suggested the fol- 
lowing specific problems for sep- 
arate committee consideration by 
the council: formulation of a na- 
tional industrial policy; the maxi- 
mum work week, general wage, 
and child labor; fair trade prac- 
tices; the subject of internal and 
external competition affecting 
American standards; 
law and their effect on Industry; 
financial aid to small enterprises. 

Officers Elected 

Meeting in separate session, the 
management group named as its 
joint chairman, John G. Paine, 


| New York, chairman of the board,

O. M. Porter, U. S. Pulp Producers’ | 


Association, New York, as secre- 
tary. 

The tentative agenda recom- 
mended by Major Berry was ap- 
proved by the management group 
in its entirety, with the suggestion 
that the council should also have 
a committee to study government 
competition with private enter- 
prise. 

The labor group also approved 
the agenda and acceeded to man- 
agement’s suggestion of the addi- 
tional subject.

| those who own and control Amer- 
ican industry, and therefore work 
opportunities for the toilers, are re- 
sponsible for an army of jobless 
working men and women ranging 
from a low of 613,751 in Septem- 
ber, 1929, just before the stock 
market crash, to a high point of 
15,652,887 in March, 1933. 

From the 1933 high the out-of- 
work legions have ranged grad- 
ually downward, reaching a low of 
11,488,986 in October, 1935. 

The tragedy is intensified by the 
fact that the distress imposed on 
unemployed adults has been ex- 
tended to their families, adding 
many millions of dependents to the 
suffering decreed by _ industrial 
overlords who declare that profits 
for the owners of industry must 
have a preference over employ- 
ment and wages for the jobless mil- 
lions.
